The increasingly bitter 
de­ 
bate over the proper method 
of providing health services to 
the aged has led. inevitably and 
unfortunately, to some widely- 
held misconceptions. 
Many believe, for instance, 
that most elderly people now 
lack any economic protection 
if illness strikes. But the truth 
is that 53 per cent of all per­ 
sons over 65 have health insur­ 
ance of some kind, that this 
age group is buying health in­ 
surance faster than any other 
group, and by 1965 more than 


75 per cent erf the fged whe 
want coverage will hav« it. 
Many also believe that mo*t 
elderly people are sorely lack­ 
ing in financial resources. But 
the truth is that the economic 
status of those past 65 is, fci 
many respects, better than that 
of any other age group. For 
example, compared with guy 
other age group more of f o 
elderly own their own homes 
mortgage free, have lower tgat 
liabilities, higher liquid assets 
and fewer family responsibfll. 
ties. 
This is not an argument a- 
gainst providing aid to thoge 
who need it — and the Kerr — 
Mills law, passed by the last 
Congress, is designed to do that, 
Undera sound federal-state co­ 
operative system.

Within a gull’s cry of Lake Michigan and in the 
education-steeped Chicago suburb of Evanston, 111.

traffic school of its kind in the world. 
It is Northwestern University’s Traffic Institute, 
tid through its doors each year pass carefully selected 
policemen from many parts of the world bent upon be­ 
coming better traffic managers. 
In nearly 26 years almost 1,000 policemen have spent 
g full academic year at the Traffic Institute to learn 
traffic management from technical and legal experts 
ao they can return to their departments equipped to 
solve two of the world’s knottiest problems—traffic 
congestion and accidents. 
It’s not easy to become a student at the Traffic In­ 
stitute. Applicants are selected on a competitive basis. 
They must pass tough preliminary examinations and 
interviews before their applications are reviewed by 
g three-man selection board. 
Once in, applicants go through a gruelling nine- 
month course. 
In addition to concentrated studies of traffic en­ 
forcement and management, many hours are spent 
each week in general education courses, such as socio­ 
logy and political science, as well as concentrated work 
In the library. 
When the nine-month course is completed, the offi­ 
cer is qualified to return to his department as a special­ 
ist In traffic administration and take his place with 
Hie select group of nearly 1,000 “long course” gradu- 
who have been trained specifically in this increas- 
ly important phase of police work, 
to, if you’re stopped by a traffic policeman, remem- 
bsr he may well be a Traffic Institute graduate who 
Is carrying out one of the main precepts of his alma 
fruiter to be a “constant, carefully calculated pressure 
CB the nation’s traffic problems.”

High Stale Dept. Officials at 
Private Conference 
Pressured 
Waterfront Union Leaders to 
End Boycott of Soviet • block 
Shipping. 
Washington, D. C. — In a 
confidential showdown confer - 
ence behind closed doors at la­ 
bor's 
national 
headquarter., 
high State Dept, officials quietly 
atempted to pressure U.S. mar­ 
itime labor leaders into crack­ 
ing 
their 
boycott 
of foreign 
Communist China and the So­ 
viet bloc. 
Leading the State Dept, dele­ 
gation to the Board Room of 
last Tuesday was none other 
than U. Alexis Johnson, deputy 
undersecretary of State. With 
him were such men as Phil De­ 
laney, Dean Rusk's assistant in 
charge of coordinating all labor 
m atters across the globe. 
The big room was filled with 
as much resentment as ciga­ 
rette smoke. For, it soon be­ 
came obvious that the soft-speak 
ing deputy undersecretary of 
State had not been adequately 
briefed before he walked into 
the pressure parley. 
In the course of the two-and- 
a-half hour blunt give-and-take, 
Mr. Johnson admitted he had 
not been informed by any sub­ 
ordinate that there were for­ 
eign commercial fleets serving 
Communist China while at the 
same time making money out 
of official U.S. government car­ 
go under Public Law 480 — our 
foreign relief program. 
Someone in the department 
positively has had the names 
and sailings of such vessels for 
over a year. Yet no one had 
passed this information on to 
the deputy undersecretary. 
He was also uninformed on 
the status of the longshoremen 
union’s boycott of Soviet good*-. 
He did not know that there are 
some 250,000 tons of textiles, 
machinery and other equip - 
ment lying on tlie waterfronts 
along the 
Atlantic 
and 
Gulf 
Coasts, originally assigned to 
the Soviet bloc. The Internation­ 
al Longshoremen's Assn. mem­ 
bers will not load this material 
for 
shipment 
to 
Communist 
ports. 
One of Mr. Johnson’s assis­ 
tants, speedily quoting sections 
of international law, told the la­ 
bor leaders — amongst whom 
were Paul Hall, head 
of the 
AFL-CIO Maritime Trades Dept, 
and Teddy Gleason, longshore­ 
men's chief — that their actions 
were illegal. 
Paui Hall in turn replied that 
it was apparent to them, if 
not to those on the other side 
of the table, that the arena of 
battle 
today 
is 
international 
trade. Ted Gleason said that 
loading ships of foreign fleets 
which supply Communist lands 
would only help the other side 
win — and that the longshore­ 
men would continue to boycott 
the entire fleet of shippers who 
permit even one of their vessels 
!o go into Red ports. 
Mr. Johnson replied that the 


free world shippers themselves 
were 
swiftly 
curtailing 
such 
trade. The labor leaders retort­ 
ed that this was due to their 
boycott. 
Gleason pointed out later, as 
an example, that the representa­ 
tive of a Spanish line had tele­ 
phoned him asking if they would 
handle the cargo of one of its 
ships which was due to dock 
in New York and then go on to 
Cuba. Gleason said positively 
not. 
It is this sort of boycott ac­ 
tion which is forcing foreign 
shippers to choose betw een deal­ 
ing with the U.S. or Communist 
lands. The shippers are opting 
for the U.S. trade and are refus­ 
ing to run into Smo-Soviet-Cuban 
harbors. This is putting a ter­ 
rific strain on the Soviet mer - 
chant fleet. 
At the conference the State 
Dept, in effect, asked the long­ 
shoremen to handle any ship 
w’hich has the right to berth 
in an American port. 
If American unions agreed to 
this they would open U.S. har­ 
bors to all Communist shipping 
— except that of Peking. Today 
the longshoremen will not han­ 
dle Soviet-bound cargoes and 
won’t touch a Soviet ship. Nor 
do the longshoremen and the 
Maritime Trades 
Dept, 
want 
to handle Polish and Yugoslav 
vessels, because those lands are 
Communist and their fleets are 
feeding vital equipment into Cu­ 
ba. 
The State Dept, people argued 
that Yugoslavia and Poland can 
be weaned away from the So­ 
viets. The Department has in­ 
sisted that the Maritime Admin­ 
istration listing of “Free World' 
shipping, 
include 
Yugoslavia, 
and that Poland be listed sep­ 
arately and noi as part of the 
Communist world. 
The 
long'horeman’s leader: 
retorted that their men would 
not load such ships even if the 
boycot were officially lifted. It 
was pointed out that the men 
had refused to load frieghters 
lor Algeria because its Premier, 
Ahmed Ben Bella, 
had 
ein 
braced Fidel Castro in Cuba — 
literally, philosophically and po­ 
litically. 
PauJ 
Ha LI expressed 
regret 
that the State Dept, delegation 
leader 
was 
uninformed. 
He 
would not be so. Hall said, if 
there had been direct contact 
with the maritime uniun chiefs 
who are amongst the be*t in­ 
formed men on Communist in­ 
ternational trade. 
It was then agreed that a lia­ 
ison committee would be set 
up. The conference, which was 
presided over by AFL-CIO pres­ 
ident George Meany, decided 
that this would wait until after 
a national 
policy 
conference 
here of leaders of all maritime 
unions. Mr. Hall will call this as 
soon as possible. 
Then the liaison committee 
will be created. Perhaps high 
State Dept, officials will be bet­ 
ter briefed in the future.

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THE PUBLIC 
RESERVES FACTS 


The increasingly bitter 
de­ 
bate over the proper method 
of providing health services to 
the aged has led. inevitably and 
unfortunately, to some widely- 
held misconceptions. 
Many believe, foa* instance, 
that most elderly people now 
lack any economic protection 
if illness strikes. But the truth 
is that 53 per cent of all per­ 
sons over 65 have health insur­ 
ance of some kind, that this 
age group is buying health in­ 
surance faster than any other 
group, and by 1965 more than 


75 per cent of the aged who 
want coverage will have it. 
Many also believe that most 
elderly people are sorely lack­ 
ing in financial resources. But 
the truth is that the economic 
status of those past 65 is, to 
many respects, better than that 
of any other age group. For 
example, compared with any 
other age group more of to* 
elderly own their own homes 
mortgage free, have lower tax 
liabilities, higher liquid assets 
and fewer family responsibili­ 
ties. 
This is not an argument * 
gainst providing aid to those 
who need it — and the Kerr — 
Mills law. passed by the last 
Congress, is designed to do that. 
Under a sound federal-state co» 
operative system. But it is an 
argument 
against 
providing 
aid in a shotgun fashion to 
all the people of one age cate­ 
gory whether or not they nead 
it. and whether or not they 
want to pay for it in higher 
taxes. And 
this 
is 
precisely 
what the Social Security ap­ 
proach would do—at a poten­ 
tially agronomical cost. 
Too many of the facts have 
been obscured thus far.

Movie idols don't usually spout 
off on political issues, and Bran­ 
do acknowledged that it had 
been suggested to him he’d do 
better to button his lip except 
when before the camera Iras.
